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Mr. Moxley is my hero. Not like a super man or a man 
who has captured the public eye, but someone who has an 
impact on everyone he touches. Mr. Moxley ’s open mind and 
drive to educate enable him to convey his lessons to students. 

Just look at his classroom— famous American authors adorn 
part of the wall, while the back wall is covered with student 
bag-masks. Then look around to the rest of the room— a 
basketball net, a fish tank, and pictures of his family. One 
leaves his classroom without even speaking to hirh, but know- 
ing who he is. Mr. Moxley makes teaching personal. 

The 1996-1997 Bell is dedicated to Mr. Moxley. His dedication goes beyond tne classroom, lie pushes nis 
students to get involved in projects like creative writing. For many years he has advised the yearbook, but he moved 
on to other projects this year— but not really. Even though it isn’t his job, Mr. Moxley has been crucial to this book, 
giving us advice and even a helping hand when we needed it. In years past as our advisor, he was always there for us, 
understanding when we didn’t meet a deadline or even filling in for us when we couldn’t finish it ourselves. On a 
more personal note, as I considered the dedication of the book, I thought about who influenced me the most during 
high school. So many of my teachers have shaped the way I perceive the world and helped me form my goals for the 
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future, that choosing one person was nearly 
impossible. Mr. Moxley, however, had a 
unique influence. He has helped me develop a 
love for literature and an understanding of 
both fiction and non-fiction composition. Most 
importantly, Mr. Moxley has showed me what 
teaching is. I never thought that I could teach: 
it always seemes too difficult and abstract. 
Because of Mr. Moxley’s teaching style and 
my work with him in the Boys' and Girls’ 

Club Program, I realize that I can be a teacher. 
It’s something I can do and enjoy. Mr. Moxley 
showed me that the learning process can be 
educational and interesting. For reasons both 
personal and educational, we dedicate this 
volume of The Bell to Mr. Haywood Moxley.

ENTERS THE CENTURY 
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The 1996-1997 school year witnessed the inaugu- 
ration of the remodeled and enlarged Patrick Wilson 
Library on the MBA campuSj^VIade possible by a 2.3 
million dollar gift (the largest single gift in school his- 
tory) from Trustee David K. Wilson W’37 and his family, 
the renovations to the library represented lar more than a 
simple facelift. Immediately following the conclusion of 
the 1995-1996 school year, professional movers moved 
all of the books and furnishings out of the librai y and 
constmction begtm. Over the next seven months, the 
building was almost completely gutted as workers con- 
structed a new central stairway, built a two-story addi- 
tion, and opened up the reading room with the installa- 
tion of clerestory windows on a new fourth level of the 
building. 

The redesigned facility incorporates state-of-the- 
art technology and a stunning new architectural design 
that clearly makes it the center of learning and technol- 
ogy on the campus. Included in the renovations were an 
additional four thousand square feet of floor space, two 
student study rooms, a new seminar room, a refurbished 
language laboratoiy, two computer classrooms with 
wiring for fifty computers, a technology office, and 
aesthetic additions to make the facility more inviting and 
“user-friendly.” Reopened in January 1997, the new and 
improved Patrick Wilson Librai y promises to meet the 
needs of the MBA community into the 2r^ century and

Alumni and Development 

The Alumni and Development 
Office coordinates the activities of 
MBA and Wallace alumni, as well 
as parents and friends in the life of 
the school. It is also responsible for 
publication of the school magazine 
three times yearly. Most important, 
however, is directing fund-raising 
efforts for annual and capital needs 
and for the growth in the endow- 
ment. Alumni (61%) and parent

“48 Goals for 48 months,” a Strategic Plan approved by the Board of Trustees in 
1996, in part outlines development goals for increasing the school’s endowment and expan- 
sion of the campus, as well as the addition of needed academic space in science and renova- 
tion of other campus facilities. These financial goals for the school’s long-term strength are 
the responsibility of the Development Office and, in addition to the Annual Fund, events, 
and publications.

Early last summer, MBA became a spon- 
sor in the Nashville Area Habitat for 
Humanity’s 10th Anniversary build. Steven 
Marler and William Gillmore got the ball 
rolling for this project at a Service Club 
planning committee meeting and assumed 
a large part of the responsibility during its 
early stages. They, along with Mr. Weaver, 
developed a list of alumni who might do- 
nate either money or supplies. MBA then 
teamed with Tad Wert and the Harpeth Hall 
Key Club officers to begin the task of fund- 
raising. Many businesses were eager to 
assist our project in at least some way, and 
by mid-August we were ready to begin con- 
struction. 

Habitat for Humanity makes home own- 
ership a reality for families who could not 
qualify for a mortgage through conventional channels. Homeowners, chosen from a pool of applicants, repay the costs of 
their home with long-term, low interest loans. Habitat for Humanity is a nonprofit Christian organization that depends upon 
volunteers and donations from organizations like MBA. Our project received donations from several sources; the majority of 
the funding, however, came from MBA and Harpeth Hall alumni and parents. Our particular house was constructed primarily 
by MBA and Harpeth Hall students with help from faculty members (such as Dr. Springer, Mr. Killian, Mr. Womack, Mr. 
Pruitt, and Mr. Chenery ), and carpenters provided by Habitat for Humanity. 

Coach Bowers, Coach Elliot, and the MBA football team were the first volunteers to help with the construction of the house 
on August 17. By the end of Sunday, August 18, we had completed erecting the walls and the trusses, laying the roof decking 
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and the shingles, and started on the siding. During the weekend of 
August 24-25, we completed the siding, the front porch, and the gut- 
ters. We had good turnouts by volunteers; we received help from the 
football team, the wrestling team, the cross-country team, and many 
other MBA and Harpeth Hall students. The j5roject proved to be a 
fun one that enticed several students to return for more work. Justin 
Tatum, Sam O’Connell, Joe Hills, Will Mclnnes, Steven Marler, and 
Matt Beasley worked nearly every shift. 

The house, now completeted, was dedicated on September 8. The 
junior class, after the success of this year’s project, is already plan- 
ning MBA’s participation in a second Habitat home.

Thanks to vigorous weight - 
room training, the return of sixteen starters from a team that reached the final four the year before, and improved line 
play, the team captured MBA’s first Region 6-5A crown and reached the third round of the playoffs before losing to the

entire game, but without the aide of captain Max Fuller the offense sputtered in the 
fourth quarter, giving up three turnovers and sealing the loss with a failed fourth 
down conversion try. 

The tough loss to Northeast seemed to lend a new intensity to the team. The 
Big Red marched to an undefeated record the rest of the regular season, rattliiig off 
four shutouts and outscoring their opponents 273-50, including a close win over 
Henry County and a 13-0 spoiler of Christian Brothers’ first game in their new sta- 
dium. MBA’s run extended into the playoffs, as they defeated McGavock in the first 
round and a huge Millington team in the second, setting up a rematch with the BA 
team that eliminated the Big Red from the playoffs the year before. 

The big game opened before a capacity crowd at Tommy Owen Stadium with 
the MBA receiving the kick and marching 70 yards into Eagle territory before being 
held to a field goal. Both teams held each other scoreless for the rest of the first 
quarter, BA scored in the second to enter halftime with a 7-3 lead. After the break, the 
Eagles stopped a Big Red drive and converted on a field goal — the last score until 
the fourth quarter, when senior Paul Russell sent the game into overtime with a diving 
endzone catch. 

The Eagles scored first in overtimebut were quickly answered by a third-and- 
fivepass from Max Fuller to Will Bartholomew to send the game into double over- 
time. In the extra time, MBA was held to a Markham field goal , while BA sealed the 
game and the season 23-20 with a run up the middle.

The 1 997 Big Red Track Team was virtually unstoppable, suffering defeats only three times by teams from Tennessee, and is destined to go down as the best track 
team in school history. 

On April 23, MBA rolled to its third straight Doug Hall Relays victory in spite of having few mnners compete in more than one event. The Big Red set meet records 
in the discus, shot put, and 3200m relay en route to its impressive win. Furthermore, All-American Scott Denbo was named the meet’s most outstanding athlete for his key 
role in the discus and shot put relays. 

After sweeping ten out of eleven events at the team region meet, the track team felt confident about its chances for a state title the following Saturday. Although the 
Big Red won the shot put, long jump, and 3200m relays while also tying for first in the shuttle hurdle relay, MBA came up short behind the Warriors of Memphis Central. While 
not winning was a disappointment, the team’s second-place finish was the best ever in school history. 

On the following Friday, the Big Red found itself ahead by over fifty points going into the miming 
finals of the Optimist Relays. MBA swept the pole vault behind the efforts of John Ozier, Hunter 
Verner and Michael Eskind, and the Big Red finished one (Denbo) , two (Bartholomew) in shot 
put. MBA’ s runners were not, however, outdone by their field counterparts. Thomas Felch 
continued his success in the hurdles, finishing first-place in the 1 1 Om high hurdles and fourth in 
the 3(X)m intermediate hurdles and sprinter Michael Higgins showed that he still has some foot 
speed with his second-place finish in the 400m dash. David Dean turned some heads by racing 
to the silver in the mile and capping the meet off with a two mile win. 

After resting most of the team for the Banner Relays, Coach Pmitt unleashed his field 
eventers upon the Region meet. With decathletes Stephen Marler and Michael Eskind finishing 
first and second in region, qualifying for state, and Paul Russell a strong third, MB A mnners once 
again found themselves ahead by twenty-four points going into the second day. Using their extra 
rest from the Banner Relays, MBA won region for tlie fouitli sti'aight year, this time by about 
forty points over Hunter’ s Lane. The sole goal of region was, of course, to qualify individuals for 
state. 

Eleven athletes took a ride on the train to ‘Nooga. Surging from fourth to second after 
the final event, Marler missed Corzine’ s decathlon record by only three hundred points, and 
Eskind finished sixth. To the surprise of none, shot putters Denbo and Bartholomew swept their 
event. Missing the school record by a mere inch, Ozier soared to the silver in the pole vault, while 
teammate Verner finished seventh. After winning the region highjump, Paul Russell leaped into 
third place, clearing 6’ 6”. Following the field events, the unit compiled ofTom Sherrard, William 
Lea, Dean, and T aber broke the school record in the 3200 relay by five seconds, finishing second. 

Distance gum Dean, who easily won the region two mile, closed out the MBA attack with a sixth- 
place finish. Overall, the army from Memphis Central once again triumphed over the Big Red. 

With four second-place individual finishes, a mnner-up finish in Team State and in Individual 
State, MBA was definitely the second -best team in Tennessee.

After losing only one starter from last year’s team, great things were expected from the soccer team this 

Josh Mixon, John Markham, Phil Armstrong and Furman-signee Scott 
Blount, the team raced to a 5-1-1 start, defeating McGavock, Memphis 
University School, Hendersonville, USN, and Donelson Christian, tying 
Christian Brothers, and losing to McCallie. As a result of the great start 
the team was ranked eighth in the state— the first time in four years that 
the Big Red had cracked the top eleven . 

Unfortunately, the team went into a small slump during mid- 
season. Beginning with a tie (1-1) to a much inferior Overton team , the 
downturn continued with a tie to BGA, a poorly-played win against 
Hillwood, and a loss to Franklin High. The team broke out of the slump 
with a 1-1 tie with highly ranked Father Ryan, a 3-0 win over Hillsboro, 
and a 2-0 win over Clarksville Northeast. Overall, the team finished the 
regular season with a record of 8-2-4 and the #6 ranking in the state. 

The soccer team, seeded second, began the District tournament by 
defeating Overton 5-1 behind goals from sweeper Josh Mixon, Beau 
Gorrell, team scoring leader Jay Davis, and midfielder Paul Wieck. The 
Big Red next shot down Ryan 1-0 in the District finals on the following 
Friday thanks to a free kick from Wieck that found the lower left corner 
of the goal. Riding high after its first victory over the Irish since 1993, 
MBA ended Hunter’s Lane’s season with a 2-0 win in the final round of 
the region tournament. Facing Ryan for the third time this year in the 
second round, the luck of the Irish prevailed as the Big Red fell 2-1. 
Finishing the season 12-3-4, MBA enjoyed its best year since 1993.

The '96-91 season was the most successful this decade for the Big Red wrestling team, but was not without its share 
of obstacles and disappointments. The team was denied entiy in the State Dual Tournament because the top two teams in the 

state were from the same region; the so-called top eight teams 
that competed in the tournament included two teams — Chris- 
tian Brothers and Germantown — who hadbeen previously 
defeated by MBA during the regular season. 

Although the team’ s most memorable victories came in 
team competitions, MBA’ s performances in individual tour- 
neys remained a strength. The squad placed high in the 
Overton Tournament, Father Ryan Inviational, and the Grand 
Championships and placed third in the Individual Region 
Tournament, behind the same two teams as it did in the Dual 
Tournament. Ten of the fourteen Region Tournament wres- 
tlers made it to the State Tournament and three wrestlers won 
Region Championships. 

Although the Big Red’ s performance in the Individual 
State Tournament was not up to par with the rest of the season, 
the team did produce its first State Champion since 1 989. Will 
Bartholomew defeated the defending 2 1 5 lb. champ by one 
point to claim the title. Will was named the team’s MVP 
while the Coaches’ Award went to David Sanders for his 
outstanding wrestling and winning attitude throughout the 
season.

Bolstered by rookies- - Freshman William Lea, Adrian Cameron, Joe Montgomery, 
and Chris Nalbantyan-- MBA had a successful! Cross Country camp at Sewanee and 
a strong showing at the Drake Invitational Scrimage. After a disappointing Tennessee 
Classic finish, coaches Pruitt, Corzine and Rundberg coaxed everyone to the starting 
line at the A.F. Bridges Invitational for a strong showing. A wave of mono and illness 
swept through the team at the Lexington Invitational, but the solid running of Dean, 
Lea, Cameron, junior Colin Bonfiglio, and the reliable sophomore Hunter Vemer, 
captured 6th place.

The squad didn’t lose a single dual meet, the most important of which was the 
Excel Invitational in Gallatin, where the Big Red triumphed over Brentwood, Ryan, and many others. Individual 
Excel Invitational winners included Adrian Cameron, Jonathan Chen, Peter Chen, Jonathan Baird, Chris 

Nalbantyan, and Chris Kellam, and also scoring for MBA were James 
Walton and David Landman. 

Shaking off a cracked vertebrae, junior diving captain Michael Stahl 
stole the show at the TISCA Region diving competition by scoring 270 
points en route to a first place finish.
